Do  not  use  chemical  fertilizer  at  any  time  this  season.  This 
can  be  used  only  the  second  year.  You  can  use  without 
harm  rotted  manure  (not  chicken  or  sheep  manure),  pul¬ 
verized  cow  manure  or  bonemeal  mixed  with  soil.
